Three of Five

Looking over the 1937 football 
records, the squad finds a total of 
87 points scored for the season.

The second win came the fol¬ 
lowing week over Oskaloosa, East 
scoring three touchdowns to Os- 
kaloosa’s one, and leaving a score 
of 18-7. The next game, conceded 
to be a push-over before the game, 
proved to be a surprise. Dowling 
high of Des Moines intercepted a 
pass that netted them a touchdown 
and made a safety to win 9 to 6. 

Mason City came next and re¬ 
mained undefeated after the game. 
The score board at that game 
showed 19-6 at the end of play. 

Entering the city series, East 
gained confidence with the first 
game as they defeated Lincoln 18 
to 0. Against Roosevelt the fol¬ 
lowing week, the team played 
bang-up ball but went home the 
loser by one touchdowm and point, 
scored in the last 15 seconds. 
Markers wrote East 14, Roosevelt 
21 . 

The final game, with North high, 
proved to be a thriller before a 
crowd of 13,000. A last quarter 
rally for the “Crimson Bombers” 
still left them on the short end of 
the tally of 19-12. 

The final results of the city ser¬ 
ies left East in third place, with 
North gaining the crown and Roo¬ 
sevelt coming in second place.
